On 4 August 1953, the Prenzlau VP unit was relieved by the Prora VP unit 0 
While the 3d A Command returned to its usual posts by rail the 1st and 2d 
Commands were trucked back 0 2 During the committment^ 1,900 to 2,000 men were 
left behind at the Prenzlau post. By 5 August 1953, the date of the return 
of the task forces from Berlin, this number was reduced to about 900 men 
by discharges and reassignments. Many soldiers were subsequently reassigned 
to minor alert forces * 1
